Londen, May 7.—What seemingly is 
@ new great offensive, with its objec- 
tive the capture of Verdun, has been 
launched by the Germans northeast and 
northwest of the fortress. In both sec- 
tors gains for the Germans are chron- 
icled in the latest French official com- 
munication. 

In the former sector, between Hau- 
dremont wood and Douaumont, French 
first line trenches over nearly a third 
of a mile were entered by the Germans, 
while northwest of Verdun, to the east 
of hill 304, they penetrated underground 
Passageways of the French. 

Except near hill 304, however, the en- 
tire attack which was thrown against 


BYSTANDER IS SHOT 


Just as he came out of the Jones 
Avenue Baptist church Sunday night 
shortly after 9 o’clock, C. H. Latch, 45- 
year-old resident of 40 Jones avenue, 
an employee of the Continental Gin 
company, was shot down by a young 
white man, whose name is unknown, 
who was_firing at another man with 
whom hé was fighting He is badly 
wounded 

Latch had noticed the fight taking 
place in the street according to re- 
ports at the Grady hospital, but had 
paid no attention to it and had just 
turned his back upon the fighters. 
There was only one shot fired, the ball 
taking effect in Latch’s left shoulder, 
ranging down and coming out just be- 
low the heart. 

Grady hospital was called and the 
wounded man first taken there, but he 
was later removed to the Atlanta hos- 

tal. Late last night his condition was 
said to be critical. 

Latch boards with Mr. and Mrs. B. 
F. Rowan at 40 Jones avenue. He is 
a single man, having no relatives in 
Atlanta. 

“He had been to church at the Jones 
Avenue Baptist Tabernacle,” said Mrs. 
Rowan. “Just as he came out of the 
front door and started up the street 
toward: home one of the. young men 
who was fighting fired his pistol at 
his opponent. Mr. Latch had his back 
turned at the time and the ‘bullet struck 
him in the left shoulder.” 

Call Officers Wade and McDaniel were 
dispatched to Jones avenue on a hurry 
call following a report to headquarters 
on the shooting. Theeofficers arrived 
in time to see the men who had been 
fighting and gave chase to one of them, 
but he made his escape. 


At an early hour this morning the, 


two men who were responsible for the 
shooting had not been apprehended.

Cohen was driving and according to 
reports, lost control of the wheel when 
the machine struck on the cross ties of 
the Fairburn interurban track. 

he,machine, a racer, turned over, 
throwing Pittman to the hard road bed 
of the tracks and fracturing his skull. 
He died instantly. Both Rather and 
Cohen were slightly bruised, but nei- 
ther seriously hurt. 

The body of Pittman was brought to 
Atlanta to the Harry G. Poole under- 
taking establishment and sent to Lula, 
Ga., for funeral. : 

Cohen had rented the machine in La- 
Grange for the trip to Atlanta, it was 
Stated Sunday, and the three had 
planned to spend Sunday in Atlanta, 
returning to LaGrange .Sunday night. 

Pittman is survived by his wife and 
three children. Mrs. Pittman, accom- 
panied by Rather, went to Lula for the 
funeral and interment Sunday night.

There were strorg intimations in of- 
ficial quarters tonight that the admin- 
tstration might send to Germany a brief 
communication noting the new instruc- 
‘ions to submarine commanders quoted 
In the German note and informing the 
imperial government that so long as 
these instructions were effective diplo- 
matic relations between the two na- 
tions could. continue. Should such a 
communication be sent, however, it 
would make very plain that the United 
States will not permit its relations with 
Great Britain to enter into the contro- 
versy. ‘ 

Should Another Ship Be Sunk. 

It was authoritatively stated that 
should another ship carrying American 
citizens be sunk by a German subma- 
rine in violation of the principles of in< 
ternational law, diplomatic relations 
would be severed just as soon as the 
iacts were established and without any 
further exchange of communications. 

President Wilson spent nearly all of 
today indoors, giving careful study to 
the text of the German communication 
and determining the exact meaning of 
the words employed. Secretary Lansing 
also had examined the note in detail 
at Annapolis, where he went to spend 
the week-end. Soon after the secretary 
returned to Washington he was sum- 
moned to the white house. . 

Efforts to obtain the text of the mes- 
sage from Pope Benedict to the presi- 
dent on the submarine situation and 
peace delivered by Monsignor Bonzano, 
the apostolic delegate here, vesterday 
were unavailing. At both the white 
house and the papal legation it was 
said nothing would be given out. 

Peace Suggestions. 

In connection with the peace suge 
gestions in the German note the atten- 
tion of officials was attracted here to- 
day by a passage in a statement given 
out in London last night by Lord Rob- 
ert Cecil, minister of war trade, in 
which he mentioned the discussion of 
peace by Germany, and added that “our 
attitude, at any rate, is unchanged.” 
This statement was regarded as mean- 
ing that the allies were not ready to 
discuss peace on Germany’s terms. 

Regarding reports that President 
Wilson had suggested the cancelling 
of a meeting which was to have been 
held in New York today commemorat- 
ing the first anniversary of the sinking 
of the Lusitania, Secretary Tunulty 
speaking for the president, tonight is- 
sued the following statement: 

“The administration played no part 
in any way, even by the slightést sug- 
gestion, in calling off the Licsitania 
memorial meeting.”

Not a Thing to Do. 

Going down Decatur street, the first 
congregation point was the corner of 
Decatur“and Pryor’ streets. About 
twenty men leaned up against the 
sides of the Kimball house, hands in 
pockets, cigarettes or cigars in 
mouths, apparently just waiting and 
hoping. 

Down the street a bit, seven or eight 
negroes were sitting on a shoe-shine 
box discussing the probable price per 
half pint. They ‘were seen to pool 
their pocket change, realizing $1.75, 
which still fell “two bits” short of 
buying the half, according to their dis- 
gusted remarks. 

A negro shuffled slowly up from 
Central avenue. “I’ve got it, boss,” 
was his whispered remark as he drew 
opposite a white man going down the 
street. 

Theewhite man stopped and negotia- 
tions were immediately under way. 

They couldn negotiate, for upon 
going closer the reporter learned that 
the black was asking $2.50 for a half 
pint and was indifferent about getting 
it at that. 

The white man moved on, disap- 
pointment wrikten on his face, while 
the negro shuffled on up the street, 
whistling as he went and  jingling 
coins in his pockets. 

Peters street, the sister thorough- 
fare of Decatur, was in a like fix. 

For seven blocks down the _ street 
only six negroes could be _ counted, 
while four of them were hack drivers 
nodding in their seats. 

The evening police watch went on 
duty at 4 o'clock Sunday afternoon. 

Stories of Experiences. 

As the mien congregated at police 
headquarters they began to ¢ell stories 
of their observations Saturday night, 
which all declared was one of the 
quietest they had ever experienced.

MISS CATGHINGS 
FOUND MURDERED 


Was Wealthiest Woman 
Planter in South Georgia. 
Negro Under Arrest and 
Situation Well in Hand.

Catchings, 

to be the 
in south- 
ern Georgia and proprietor of the most 
magnificent plantation in Quitman 
county, was murdered .during last 
night. Her body was found on the 
front porch of her home. 

Rich Henderson, a negro, has been 
arrested and is in the Georgetown 
jail. A “health ring,” worn by the ne- 
gro, was found clutched in the hands 
of the dead woman and the coroner 
thinks she tore this from his hand in 
a struggle. 

A coroner’s jury held that Miss.Catch- 
ing’s death was caused by strangula- 
tion. There were finger marks on the 
neck, and the skin had been broken 
under the right jaw, as if pierced by 
the thumb of a strong person. The 
motive is believed to have been rob- 
bery. 

Henderson had been a trusted servant 
for twenty years. A search was made 
of Henderson's room and bloodstained 
clothing and a torn shirt were found. 

Miss Catchings lived alone on her 
magnificent plantation in Quitman 
county close to the Alabama line. Sha 
had an overseer, Warren Cooper, in her 
employ for the past thirty years, but 
she gave personal attention to much 
of the farming. 

The negro was accused last 
week of stealing between two 
and three tons of cotton seed. When 
he went to Miss Catchings- yesterday 
to draw his pay it is understood that 
she refused to give him any money un- 
less he would first give her a mortgage 
on his cottage to cover the amount of 
the stolen seed. 

Angry as a result of this, it is be- 
lieved that the negro attacked Miss 
Catchings last night as she was sleep- 
ing, according to her custom, on the 
porch, while the other negroes of the 
plantation had gone some _ distance 
away to draw their rations. 

Miss Catchings*put up a hard strug- 
gle before her assailant succeeded in 
killing her. So desperate was her grip 
on her assailant that her right hand 
was rigidly clenched. When it was

REBEL COUNTESS 
SAVED FROM DEATH 


Georgiana Markievicz, Who 
Figured in Irish Revolt, 
Must Serve for Life—Oth- 
er Sentences Commuted. 


Dublin, Mav 7.—(Via London.)— 
Countess Georgiana‘ Markievicz, one of 
the prominent figures in the Irish re- 
volt, was senteneed to death after her 
trial by court-martial, but the sentence 
has been commuted to penal servitude 
for life, it was officially announced 
this afternoon. The death sentence 
upon Henry O’Hanrahan was also com- 
muted to a life term. 

Death sentences imposed upon George 
and John Plunkett, brothers of Jos 
Plunkett, executed last week, have been 
commuted to ten years’ penal servi- 
tude. 

The official statement announcing 
the sentences and commutations says: 

“The following further results of 
trials by the field general court-mar- 
tial are announcéd: 


‘Sentenced to death, but commuted: 


to penal servitude for life by the gen- 
eral officer commanding-in-chief— 
Countess Georgiana Markievicz and 
Henry O’Hanrahan,. 

“Sentenced to death, but commuted 
to ten years’ penal servitude—George 
Plunkett and John Plunkett.” 

It is reported that the death sentence 
imposed upon Philip Cosgrave after a 
trial by the court-martial has been 
commuted to five years’ imprisonment 
and the sentences of thirteen others 
to three years’ imprisonment. 

Many Civilians Killed. 

No offtcial figures have been issued 
on the deaths of civilians in the re- 
cent revolt, but 160 already have been 
accounted for. The list is still incom- 
Plete because it is known that many 
of the dead have not been registered 
in any place open to public inspection. 

Fifty of the victims were buried in 
Glasnevin cemetery on Saturday and 
thirty-one others in Mt. Jerome cemé- 
tery. Certificates of death from gun- 
shot wounds in 150 cases have been is- 
sued. 

Owing to the shortage of labor the 
bodies in many instances were interred 
without coffins. Pathetic scenes are 
witnessed hourly at the various bury- 
ing grounds. At Mt. Jerome, at times, 
iInterments proceeded under a cross-

DEAF AND DUMB BOY 
MURDERED BY BANDITS. 

The missing trooper is Private 
Roscoe Tyree. The little boy is the 
son of Compton. He was deaf and 
dumb, and the bandits are thought to 
have killed him because he could not 
answer their questions. 

The two wounded troopers, Privates 
J. Birck and Frank DeFreef were 
brought here this afternoon badly 
wounded. Birck’s body was filled with 
small brass pieces of tacks fired from 
a shotgun. DeFree was burned about 


the head and shoulders. 


In a little adobe house nine cavalry- 
men made their fight for life against 
the seventy or more Viilista bandits 
at Glenn Springs. A hail of shot poured 
for more than two hours into the sin- 
gle window of the adobe house, but the 
cavalrymen kept up a steady rifle fire 
in defiant answer. Then the Mexican 
leader ordered fire balls to be thrown 
on the roof, thickly thatched with can- 
dalaria. 

The blazing weed tortured the sol- 
diers below and burnt their heads and 
bodies. Smashing the door, the troop- 
ers broke for the open. Two were shot 
and killed as they fled. One is rniss- 
ing and it is believed he its dead.

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At 6:30 Thureday evening the mai 
body of fifty to seventy mounted Mexi- 
can bandits forded the Rio Grande at 


Boquillas and swept into the little set- 


tlement, shouting: “Death to the grin- 
goes.” The bandits looted the store of 
Deemer 


and a clerk named Compton were séized 
and bound. The bandits packed their 
loot on their horses and after setting 
one or two small frame houses ablaze 
galloped away northward. . 
Heading toward Marathon, Texas, the 
bandits in their night ride came 
upon Glenn Springs, where a small de- 
tachment of nine cavalrymen’ under 
command of Sergeant Smyth, of troop 
A, Fourteenth cavalry, was stationed. 
The Mexicans appeared suddenly on 
the top of a hill beneath which Glenn 
Springs nestles. Noting their number, 
Private Birck, on outpost duty, emptied 
his revolver to rouse the camp and 
then dashed ‘back to the tent. Sergeant 
Smyth and Private Croskem iumped 
to the fiy of the tent. Observing num- 
bers of Mexicans at hand’ they ran to 
an adobe hut, where the six other cav- 
alrymen were preparing to make their 


defense. 
CAREFUL SHOOTING 
BY AMERICANS. 


The door of the house, which had 
only one window, was barred, and Ser- 
geant Smyth, seeing that his men were 
outnumbered by ten to one, gave orders 
to shoot carefully and not waste the 
ammunition. ° 

“We are up against it cold,” said 
Smyth, “but we will show them some- 
thing. Let the Mexicans shoot their 
heads off and run out of ammunition, 
and maybe by morning we will be in 
a position to give them a run.” 

On the dash from their tent Smytkr 
and Croskem had lost their revolvers, 
having been forced to retreat to the 
adobe house half clothed because of the 
rapid approach of the Mexicans. 

The bandits poured a constant fusil- 
lade of shots at the window and door 
of the adobe house. Not an American 
cavalryman fell in the exchanges. 

The little band took turns shooting 
from the window. Bloodstains in the 
dry ground around the house was the 
only evidence that the bandits suffered 
in the attack, but Sergeant Smyth be- 
lieves that seven or eight bandits were 
killed and some were wounded. 

For three long hours the fight went 
on. “Just a little while more, boys, 
and daylight will be with us,” urged 
Smyth, who knew the bandits would 
retreat once they became good targets 
in the light of dawn. 

The Mexicans fought in skirmish 
formation. That was proof to Smyth’s 
eyes that he was dealing with a mili- 
tary body. The attackers’ horses were 
tethered some distance to the rear and 
the brigands maintained their attack 
on three sides of the house, from which 
there was no escape except the door 
and the single window.

AMERICAN TROOPS 
SENT IN PURSUIT 
OF THE MEXICANS 


El Paso, Texas, May “.—Three Amer- 
ican soldiers and a ten-year-old boy 
have lost their lives and two American 


citizens have been kidnaped and car- 
ried south of the international bound- 
ary to almost certain death in another 
raid of Mexican’ bandits that takes 
rank with Francisco Villa’s famous at- 
tack on Columbus, N. M. Whether the 
marauders were Villa bandits or Car- 
ranza forces ig not known. 

The bandits’ foray, carrying them 
through the southern limits of Brew- 
ster county in the Big Bend district 
of Texas, and taking in three lHttle 
settlements near the border, Glenn 
Springs, Boquillas and Deemers—took 
place on priday night and Saturday 
morning, but news of it did not reach 
here until today. 

The detachment’ of American soldiers 
forming the patrol at Glenn Springs 
was almost destroyed. Three of the 
soldiers were killed and five wounded. 

U. &. Troops in Pursuit. 

Within an hour preparations had been 
begun for adequate action. Major Gen- 
eral Frederick Funston ordered that 
four troops of cavalry should proceed to 
the raidéd districts to reinforce small 
detachments already on their way to 
the scene from Presidio, Alpine and 
other points. 

These troops got under way tonight. 
It is said here that if the exigencies of 
the case demand such action they will 
cross the border in order to run down 
and disperse the bagdits. The force 
consists of two troop of the Eighth 
cavalry from Fort Bliss, El Paso, under 
Major George T. Langhorne, and two 
troops of the Fourteenth cavalry from 
Fort Clark under Colonel Frederick Ww. 
Sibley. " 

The two detachments are expected to 
detrain tomorrow morning, Major 
Langhorne’s at Alpine and Colonel Sib- 
ley’s at Marathon. From these points 
they will march south 90 miles to the 
border. . ° 

Scott and Obregon Discuss Raid. 

While military events were develop- 
ing with such rapidity the conference 
over the co-operation of American and 
Mexican soldiers in Mexico which had 
been expected to reach a culmination 
today came to an abrupt halt. 

Generals Scott and Funston met Gen- 
eral Obregon and Juan Amador, sub- 
secretary of foreign affairs, in the im- 
migration station at the American end 
of the International bridge Shortly after 
ll o’clock this morning for what had 
been expected to be their final confer- 
ence. It developed later however, that 
practically the only matter discussed 
was the bandit raid at Glenn Springs

Details of the Raid.

Washington Greatly Sur- 
prised, as Carranza Has 
Been Declaring That He 
Had Control Against Out- 
lawry. 


Washington, May 7.—Renewed raid- 
ing of ‘American ‘territory by Mexican 
outlaws at Glenn Springs and Boquil- 
las, Texas, under circumstances paral- 
leling the Columbus massacre, impress- 
ed officials here tonight with the ur- 
gent necessity for prompt conclusion of 
the agreement with the Carranga gov- 
ernment to give the United States 
greater liberty in crushing banditry 
along the border. 

The report of the new violations of 
United States soil and the killing of 
five Americans from a quarter most 
unexpected and in which General Car- 
ranza had declared he had complete 
control against outlawry occasioned 
great surprise. Important changes in 
border patrol forces, with possibly an- 
other punitive expedition into Mexico 
from the Big Bend region of Texas, 
where the Glenn Springs and Boquillas 
raid occurred, with Presidio as a base, 
were predicted. 

‘Conferences between- Generals Scott 
and Ubregon regarding the Texas raids, 
it is believed, will only slightly delay 
conclusion of their protocol. 

Early Agreement Expected. 

A message from General Scott to- 
day was interpreted as meaning an ear: 
ly ratification of the agreement. It was 
understood that General Scott reported 
the minor phraseology changes sug- 
vested by General Carranza to General 
Obregon. A reply was sent General 
Scott by General Bliss, acting chief of 
staff, which may result in conclusion of 
the protocol] at the next conference. a 

Secretary Baker, who has been visit- 
ing ‘this family at Cleveland, will return 
here tomorrow and direct steps neces- 
Sary as a result of the Big Bend incur- 
sions.

Easy for Bandits te Raid. 

The ease with which bandits may 
raid certain sections of the border, 
army officers pointed out tonight, was 
illustrated in the Texas inroads. Con- 
ditions at Glenn Springs, it is declared, 
are duplicated at*many’ other points 
along the line, where small groups of 
soldiers are protecting frontier prop- 
erty and doing patrol duty. It was 
also pointed out that the raiders entered 
the United States from Coahuila, the 
native state of General Carranza him- 
self, and where he has maintained his 
control has been almost unchallenged. 
The Carranza government, in its nego- 
tiations, has been insisting that only 
in Chihuahua and Sonora were bandits 
active. 

The protocol under negotiation with 
the de facto government, however, cov- 
ers in its scope of operationg the entire 
boundary and any provisions would af- 
fect the chase of the bandits which 
raided the Big Bend region. 

Army officers here think it possible 
that Villa himself may have partici- 
pated in the Big Bend raids, although 
they regard it as hardly probable. Un- 
confirmed rumors have been received 
for some time that Villa had escaped 
eastward from Parral and that a large 
band of outlaws was proceeding toward 
Ojinaga, a few miles west of the scene 
of the new raids. 

To Prolong Stay of Troops. 

That the renewed raiding may con- 
siderably prolong the stay of American 
forces in Mexico is recognized. It is 
not believed, however, tat they will 
materially affect the present disposi- 
tion of General Pershing’s Chihuahua 
campaign. 

The first report to the war depart- 
ment this afternoon from General 
Funston regarding the Big Bend raids, 
delayed five hours in transmission, said 
the attacking band consisted of only 
fifty bandits. A later report indicated 
that there may have been 500 or 600 
outlaws.

Carransa Garrison Vanished. 

Fifteen days ago the members of the 
Carranza garrison at Boquillas, the 
Mexican town just across the Rio 
Grande from Boquillas, Texas, sudden- 
ly disappeared. They have not been 
heard from since and there has been 
a suspicion that they might have de- 
serted to the Villa forces. Military men 
here though tonight they probably par- 
ticipated in the raid. 

From the grave manner of American 
and Mexican officials here tonight it 
would seem the situation between Mex- 
ico and the United States has become 
considerably clouded by the new de- 
velopments. It is expected that a con- 
ference will be held between Generals 
Obregon, Scott and FPunston tomorrow, 
and it is believed this may have a clear- 
ing effect. 

A frank and unequivocal statement of 
what the United States government's 
attitude probably will be hereafter is 
understood to have been made to Gen- 
eral Obregon by Generals Scott and 
Funston at their meeting todav. 

It was indicated that the raid at 
Glenn Springs was seriously discussed. 

There was manifest a tendency to 
keep the negotiations growing out of 
the entrance of the punitive expedition 
into Mexico and the quéstions incident 
to the raid Saturday morning in sepa- 
rate channels. It became known to- 
day that General Obregon is anxious 
that his agreement with General Scott 
be signed at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. The delay, however, is due 
wholly to the Mexican authorities. 

General Funston sent General Obre- 
gon a note on the raid soon after the 
ireceipt of the report of the attack on 
the American outpost at Glenn. Springs. 


200 Mexicans in Raid. 

General Funston said tonight he had 
information that 200 Mexicans took 
part in the Big Bend raid. It was the 
Mexican minister of war’s first intima- 
tion of trouble at that point and that 
it should be caused by Villa’s men was 
assumed by him as a matter of course. 
The nearest Carranza garrison of 
stremgth is that at Ojinaga, where 
there are 300 men. Who was leading 
the bandits General Obregon could not 
guess. The raid was discussed at the 
conference and it is understood that 
General Obregon was told that prompt 
measures already were being taken to 
get more American troops into th® Big 
Bend district both for more adequate 
protection of the vneople living there 
and to punish in whatever way possi- 
ble the invaders. 

Whether the American troops would 
cross the border was not known, but 
it was believed that it was pointed out 
to General Obregon the action taken 
below Columbus might be repeated be- 
low Glenn Springs. 

When General Obregon and his ad- 
visers came from their private confer- 
ence in Juarez it was indicated they 
had discussed the course they would 
pursue in the event of another punitive 
expedition entered Mexico. Later a 
Mexican official stated that all efforts 
would be made to prevent the radical 
element from precipitating a clash be- 
tween the government forces and the 
Americans in case of their crossing the 
river. His attitude, he explained, was 
not to offer opposition to a second 
entry other than by the protest and in 
the end to endeavor to adjust the new 
move by the standard Generals Scott 
and Obregon have tried to apply to 
the first. 

Obregon Having Troable. 

It became known today that General 
Obregon is having increasing difficulty 
in retaining the local co-operation of 
some of his men in the tentative agree- 
ment he has entered into with the 
American staff.

Carranga desertions to Villa leaders.

Republican Votes. 


May 7.—Various admin- 
istration shipping bills, combined into 
one measure and amended so that dem-~- 
ocratic leaders believe it will enlist the 
united support of their party members 
and possibly some republicans, will be 
introduced in the house tomorrow by 
Chairman Alexander, of the merchant 
marine committee. It will be referred 
to the committee and reported back 
Tuesday. 

By limiting the government opera- 
tion of vessels to five years after the 
close of the European war, the com- 
mittee has won over Majority Leader 
Kitchin and other influential demo- 
crats. Mr. Kitchin tonight announced 
his complete satisfaction with the bill, 
promised to take the floor in favor of 
it, and predicted its passage. Ship- 
owners, who have made a hard fight 
in the committee against “the govern- 
ment going into business by operating 
ships,” also have expressed themselves 
as pleased over this important change. 
The bill is destined to meet with 
more favor in the senate than did the 
ship purchase measure last session, 
which was filibustered to death by a 
group of democrats who joined with 
the republican minority. There are at 
least three new democratic senators 
who will support the measure and the 
dissenting democrats of the last session 
will not be able to block the bill should 
they decide to oppose it.

“At the expiration of five years from 
the conclusion of the present European 
war,” the bill reads, “the operation of

In 
the western part of the front the en- 
emy attack gained a footing for an 
extent of about 500 metres in our first 
line. To the center and to the east all 
the attacks were broken. 

“In the Woevre there was great ar- 
tillery activity in the sectors at the 
foot of the Meuse hills. 

“There was no event of importance 
on the rest of the front except the 
usual cannonading.” 

The Belgian official communication 

reads: 
“Aan artillery action of feeble in- 
tensity occurred in the sector of Dix- 
mude, where our guns bombarded 
barges in the Handzaeme canal,” 

The text of the statement issued to- 
flay follows: 

“South of the Somme the Germans 
after an intense artillery preparation 
made an attack last evening on’ our 
trenches south of Lihons. They were 
stopped by our curtain of fire and 
their forces dispersed before they 
reached our entanglements. 

“In the region of Verdun the night 
was marked only by a continuous and 
violent bombardment in the region of 
hill 304 and of the Haudremont sec- 
tor at the Thiaumont farm. 

“South of St. Mihiel we repulsed a 
strong enemy reconnaissance which 
attempted to attack one of our small 
posts to the east of Bislee. 

“In Lorraine we surprised a patrol 

which had crossed the Seille river near 
Lanfroicourt, southeast of Nomeny. We 
brought back with us fourteen prison- 
ers. 
“During the course of a wind squall 
the day before yesterday about twenty 
of our captive balloons broke away 
from their moorings. Some of them 
were carried to the German lines. Oth- 
ers came down within our own lines.

The Imperator, bound from Gulfport. 
Miss., to Marseilles, France, encounter- 
ed an Austrian submarine April 11 of 
the Culumbrede islands. Dispatches te 
the state department said no warning 
was given the vessel and that three 
shots were fired, one taking effect. The 
vessél was reported to have been set 
afire by the submarine. 

According to the Austrian version the 
submarine fired two warning shots at 
the Imperator, which failed to heave 
to. A third shot, it is declared, went 
through the rigging. Then the bark’s 
crew put away ina boat and approach- 
ed the submarine. A wounded man was 
taken aboard the submarine and given 
medical treatment. Later, the Aus- 
trian account says, the submarine took 
the boat in tow and abandoned it only 
when near a steamer.

He has been for 
several years director of the National 
Museum of Science and Art in Dublin. 
His wife is a woman of independent 
means. Both have been prominent in 
philanthropic work, art and literature. 


Count Plunkett, whose son Joseph 
Plunkett, was executed last week, is 
also the father of George and” John 
Plunkett, condemned to death for con- 
nection with the Irish revolt, but whose 
sentences have been commuted to ten 
years’ penal servitude. 

Count Plunkett is a member of many 
scientific and historical associations 
and has aided in the founding of many 
societies for the promotion of educa- 
tion and the special study of art, litera- 
ture, music and science. He is vice 
president of the American-Irish His- 
torical society. of New York; vice presi- 
dent of the National Literary society, 
of Ireland, and of the Interantional Art 
congress: president of the Society for 
the Preservation of the Irish language, 
and representative of the Royal Irish 


academy on the Nobel prize committee 
for literature. 


TRANSPORT SUNK: 
G00 RUSSIANS LOST 


Berlin Reports Destruction 
of an Allied Troop Ship in 
the Mediterranean—Trans- 
port Struck Mine. 


Berlin, May 7.—(By Wireless.)—The 
sinking of an allied transport in the 
Mediterranean late in April with the 
loss of nearly all the 600 Russian 
troops on board is reported in advices 
from Corfu, says the Overseas News 
agency today. 

The transport was sunk by striking 
a mine about the same time the Brit- 
ish battleship Russell met a similar 
fate, the advices stated. 

The news agency statement regard- 
ing the reported sinking is as follows: 

“According to reliable reports from 
Corfu, in addition to the battleship 
Russell, a transport steamer with 600 
Russians on board, struck a mine and 
sank. Only a few were rescued. The 
bodies recovered were buried by the 
British at Malta.” 


BRITISH SUBMARINE 
SUNK BY GERMANS. 


Berlin, May 7.—(By Wireless.)—The 
British submarine E-31 ‘was sunk by 
the gun fire of a German warship to 
the west of Horn Reefs, off the west 
coast of Denmark, on the morning of 
May 5, it was announced by the Ger- 
man admiralty today. 

The admiralty report also announces 
the destruction of a hostile aeroplane 
by German airmen with the help of a 
torpedo boat off the Flanders coast and 
the capture of another aeroplane by 
torpedo boats. It also admits that the 
Zeppelin L-7, which. has been reported 
by the British as destroyed in the 
North sea, failed to-.return from a re- 
connoitering trip. The text of the 
statement is as follows:

WILSON’S GOOD WORK ! 

With Germany’s promise to conform to 
American demands as to the conduct of her 
submarine campaign, as indicated in the 
orders issued to her “U-boat” commanders, 
the serious phase of the crisis has passed, 
and we may now avoid any breach in the 
friendly relations which have so long ex- 
isted between this country and the imperial 
government. 

If we do, if we escape that conflict 
which seemed impending, the credit for it 
will rest most with ‘resident Wilson. 

Germany’s declared modification of her 
plan of submarine warfare has opened the 
way for further friendly negotiation, regard- 
less of the other features of her reply to the 
president’s emphatic note. 

In the first place, it is apparent from 
the note that Germany does not want any 
preach wifth the United States. If she did, 
she could have had it long before now. 

As regards her statement that she re- 
serves the right to change her mind, if 
certain other things are not brought about, 
that does not immediately concern us. There 
is more than one mind involved in this con- 
troversy, and if conditions should demand it, 
we can also change our own to fit the cir- 
cumstances. 

The important thing is that Germany 
doesn’t want war with us, has declared a 
complete change in her submarine policy, 
and is, evidently, seeking a peaceful solu- 
tion of the whole problem. 

We can well dfford to wait and see 
whether Germany keeps her word; and in 
the meantime we may arrive at some mutual 
good understanding through which the 
friendship long existing between the two 
nations may be set upon stronger founda- 
tion than heretofore. 

Those who have been criticising Presi- 
dent Wilson upon the score of “note-writ- 
ing,” unless they are jingoes and want war 
“at any price,” will be inclined, perhaps, to 
change their tune. 

Through the diplomatic correspondence 
for which the president was. responsible, 
and of which he was the foremost author, 
we have established and maintained every 
point made with regard to Germany’s viola- 
tion of international law through her. sub- 
marine. campaign.

THE INVASION OF ENGLAND. 


The prediction of the naval expert of 
The London Globe is that the invasion of 
England is sure to be attempted as a last 
hope of victory. 

For that invasion, the writer says, Ger- 
many will be able to choose “a carefully 
selected moment which would be gauged to 
a nicety.” 

That moment would be when necessity 
caused the absence of a proportion of the 
British fleet. Then would be the right time 
_to strike, when the Germans, “making their 
preparations without any aerial overlooking, 
would move out with their maximum power.” 

Here is The London Globe’s forecast: 

As to the prospects of the venture, we 
can assure ourselves that Germany 
would leave no stone unturned to make 
it a success. A mine field laid across the 
North Sea by invisible submarines might 
Prove a costly barrier for our fleets to 
pass to get at the Germans some miles 
away on the southern side of it. es 
rines working in conjunction with such 
mine field would add considerably to the 
difficulties of the position. Efforts 
would doubtless be made to create di- 
versions in other theaters—in the Adri- 
atic, the Mediterranean generally, and on 
the trade routes, so as to bring about a 
dissipation of our forces; while all the 
time. Zeppelins would be about to help in 
a score_of ways. 

The attempted invasion of these is- 
lands is one of the most inevitable fea- 
tures of the closing stages of the war, 
and it will be essayed with all the more 
determination and disregard of risk, be- 
cause from the very start England and 
her navy have been the immovable bar- 
riers against German success. It is Ger- 
many’s only means of striking at our sea 
power that contains even the hint of a 
suapicion of a prospect of attainment. 

It is going pretty far for a London paper 
to give utterance to even the slightest pros- 
pect of attainment as to the invasion, but 
England realizes that supreme effort will 
be made to that end, and she is working 
hard for a more efficient air fleet. What 
air defenses she has have made little im- 
pression on the enemy, whose aircraft seem 
to come and go at will. A few Zeppelins 
have been shot down and others chased 
away, but not to the extent looked for after 
two years of preparation. 

But the thought of invasion has made 
the government get busy with greater meas- 
ures of defense, and, when it comes, it will 
be a battle royal with the invaders on sea 
and in air. 


GOLD MINING IN THE SEA. 


_ Stories of treasure islands deep down in 
the sea will be in the best-selling class if 
the scientific scheme to make the ocean 
give up its gold is successful, and there is 
every reason to believe that it will be, 
though probably to a limited extent. 

The Philadelphia Press says that “hard- 
headed business men of Wall street” have 
faith enough in the scheme to finance it, 
and that “the engineer who raised the 
United States submarine F-4 from its 
watery grave off Honolulu, is to be the 
active “spirit of the enterprise.” The Press, 
regarding it as a business proposition, says: 

In the cold scientific light of the twen- 
tieth century a new business has been 
born that has all the adventurous imag- 
ination of the traditional lure of pirate 
gold and none of its uncertainty. 

Millions upon millions of dollars’ 
worth of merchandise and specie has 
been sent to the bottom of the sea dur- 
ing this war alone. The exact location 
of many of these wrecks can be estimated 
to a certainty. There would be no trou- 
ble, for instance, in locating the spot 
where the Lusitania went down. There 
is even less trouble in ascertaining pre- 
cisely what of value she contained and 
in what part of the hulk it is to be found. 


The only problem is the mechanical 
problem of reaching her. 


And that problem may be solved in the 
near future. Science will get busy and 
devise surer ways and means to reach and 
rescue the golden treasure of the sea.

F-4 was raised out of 306 feet of water,” 
and that “at a depth of 300 feet many rich 
prizes are to be: found.”

PAUL MORE NEARLY INCARNATION. — 
THAN THEOLOGIAN, SAYS DR. LEE 


- 


Rev. William A. Lee preached upon “A 
Life Within a Life” at the Central Congre- 
gational church on Sunday morning. It was 
an exposition of the -experience of Paul into 
whose inner manhood Christ passed to be- 
come thenceforth the chief force in the apos- 
tle’s character. 

“This man,” said Mr. Lee, “is after Christ 
the great exponent of spiritual religion. Yet 
he is widely and tragically misunderstood. 
Men read his writings instead of his expe- 
rience. They persist in regarding him as a 
theologian whereas he was more nearly an 
incarnation. He stands fundamentally for a 
spiritual experience, not for a scheme of 
thought. Of that experience he tried to tell 
as few have ever done. But the speech of 
his day could not transmit his testimony.

was too formal, too outward, too forensic, 
too mechanical. The pity almost is that Dar- 
win might not have been born before him, 
that Paul might have had as his vehicle of 
testimony a vocabulary born of the real 
processes of life rather than of the outward 
devises of decadent formalism.

DR. J. S. LYONS URGES MINISTERS | 
TO FAITHFULLY EXPOUND SCRIPTURES 


“A volume of the holy Scriptures was is- 
sued for every five seconds of 1915 by the 
American Bible society,” said Dr. J. Sprole 
Lyons at the First Presbyterian church yes- 
terday morning. “May 8 will be the one 
hundredth anniversary of the organization 
of the American Bible society; an institution 
only ome of several which have been pub- 
lishing the Bibles, which has been issuing 
‘the Scriptures by the tens of millions. Not- 
withstanding the illimitable demand for the 
Bibles there is astonishing ignorance of its 
contents by multitudes who have it.” 

He said he thought that no better way to 
celebrate such an anniversary could be found 
than for ministers to dedicate themselves 
anew to the holy task of faithfully expound- 
ing the Scriptures. 

He announced that he would begin at 
once a series of Sunday morning expository 
sermons upon the first book which was writ- 
ten in the collection of books called the New 
Testament, The Epistles of James. 

He called attention to the extremely prac- 
tical character of the Episcies, being almost 
entirely free from distinctly doctrinal fea- 
He explained James’ teaching about 
“Trials, Temptations and Joy.” 

, “A Christian attitude towards trials,’ he 
said, “includes three definite elements. We 
are to recognize that they are inevitable. 


After we have eliminated every possible trial 
and hardship there is a residuance of such 
experience which cannot be avoided. The 
second element is to recognize the difference 
between trials and temptations. 

“Trials are providential and are for pur- 
poses of testing, while temptatidns are self- 
ish, and are our own evil natures responding 
to opportunity. A man is tempted when 
he is drawn away of his own lust, and en- 
ticed. 

“The third important eiement in a Chris- 
tian’s understanding of trials is that they are 
intended to be means of grace to those who 
experience them. They are cultural. James 
says ‘Count it all joy when ye ¢all into divers 
trials; knowing that the trying of your faith 
worketh patience. Let patience have its 
perfect work.’ 

“It is a perfect work of Christian patience 
when.one can rejoice in trials. 

“The perfection of mere human conception 
of relation to trials is that of submission and 
resignation, which is often a sore restraint 
of the impulses of the heart, and is purely 
negative. The true Christian conception does 
not end with submission; it only starts there. 
It leads to real rejoicing in trials, counting 
it all joy when we fall into divers trials. it 
is positive. It says ‘Most gladly therefore 
will I rather glory in my infirmities, that the 
power of Christ may rest upon me.’” 


CRITICISM OF UNITARIAN CHURCH 
"ANSWERED BY DR. J. W. CONKLING 


The subject of Dr. J. W. Conkling’s ser- 
mon in the Unitarian church at 11 o’clock 
Sunday morning was “Unitarian Affirma- 
tions; Their Richness, Universality and 
Power.” : 

Dr. Conkling said in part: 

“I would begin my creed and close it as 
the Nicene Creed is begun and closed, with 
a statement of faith in God and immortal- 
ity. I would give my creed in these words: 

“I believe that God is the Father 
Almighty; that all men and women, His 
children, endowed with divinity, and unfold- 
ing like all other life through the ages, 
are brethren. 

“Il believe that religion is our life at its 
best; that our highest duties are to worship 
God and to serve one another; that we are 
inspired and led by all great and_ holy 
souls, both past and present, by prophets 
and’ teachers, especially Jesus of Nazareth. 

“I believe that in good character alone 
do we commend ourselves to God; and con- 
tribute substantially to larger life. 

“I believe that our souls are immortal: 
and that in the life to come we shall press 
on together; to know, to worship and to 
serve God forever. 

“When Chief Justice Hughes: was asked 
‘What is Christianity” he said: 

“*To have courage without pugnacity. 

“"*To have conviction without bigotry. 

““To have charity without condescension. 

“"To have faith without credulity. 

“*To have love of humanity without mere 
sentimentality. 

“"To have weakness with power, and 
emotion with sanity—that is Christianity.’ 

“This truly is a noble utterance, and one 
which expressess the thought of this church. 

“The first great affirmation of the Uni- 
tarian church is this: ' 

“We believe in God, the One, the Eternal, 


the Life, the Law, and the Love indwelling 
in all things whom we reverently named 
Our Father. 

“Phe second affirmation 
selves. 

“We believe in the soul, the life of God 
within us, through which we are called to 
righteous and holy living, and know that 


we are children of God and heirs of immor- 
tality. 

“We further believe in the spiritual 
worth and growing nobility of man—tne 
offspring of God and the crown of His vis- 
ible creation. 

“This may well be summed up under the 
‘Brotherhood of Man,’ for we believe we 
ought to work together to bring in the 
kingdom of God on earth, joining hands 
to make the good things better, and the 
worst good, and counting nothing good for 
self that is not good for all. 

“We believe that to love the good and 
live the good is the supreme thing in reli- 
mo: that he who loves the good loves 

od. 

“The affirmations of the Unitarian church 
may be given in Jesus’ summary of the law 
in Matthew 22d chapter, regarding the love 
of God and of one’s neighbor.

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Solution of Dyestuff Problem, 
Says Head of Chemical Society 


. Editor Constitution: My attention has 
just been called to the editorial in your issue 
of April 28, 1916, entitled, “Outlook for Dye- 
stuffs.” In this editorial it is stated: 


“According to announcements made 
there (the annual convention of the Na- 
tional Association of Cotton Manufactur- 
ers held in Boston last week) the prob- 

m of reconstructing the dyestuffs in- 

dustry in this country, so as to insure @ 

lar and permanent supply, is nearing 
solution. 

“If this is true, it is very different 
from the information which was given 
at the meeting of the American Cotton 
Manufacturers’ Association recently held 
in Atlanta. In the Atlanta convention it 
was stated that it would be necessary 
for 9 democratic congress to make ma- 
terial | concessions regarding the tariff 
on dyestuffs, in order to insure the per- 
manent establishment of the industry in 
this country upon a sound and satisfac- 
tory basis.” ® 


The basis of the statement that the dye- 
stuff problem is nearing solution is the very 
admirable report, by Edward S. Chapin, of 
Boston, to National Association of Cotton 
Manufacturers, in which it is shown that 
many of our needs can be met by a more 
scientific use of natural dyestuffs. A careful 
reading of Mr. Chapin’s paper, an advance 
copy of which was kindly forwarded me by 
the president of the association, shows that 
while we should make much better use of 
natural dyestuffs than we. have made tn the 
Past, the use of such dyestuffs, nevertheless, 
is necessarily limited. In confirmation of 
this I quote from his address as follows: 


“At the outset it must be stated that 
the available natural dyestuffs have not 
been able to and cannot fulfill all the 
functions that have been fulfilled by a 
Bighiy developed and diversified coal tar 
colors industry. There are limits to the 
uses to which natural dyewoods can be 
adapted.” 


In confirmation of the view which I put 
forward before the American Cotton Manu- 
facturers’ association in Atlanta on April 4, 
let me quote again from Mr. Chapin’s report 
as follows: 


“The erection of a comprehensive 
coal tar colors industry in this country, 
insuring the country forever against an- 
other such calamitous happening as the 
present, is a thoroughly sound and desir- 
able proposition. You are well aware of 
the extra protection, which is now lack- 
ing, which is needed to tempt capital to 
initiate this gigantic task; and you ap- 
preciate the time that would be involved 
in construction and development.” 

Mr. Chapin is trying to enable the mills 
to make the best of a bad situation. From 
this Jast quotation, he clearly recognizes the 
real final solution of the question, and also 
the greatest obstacle to its accomplishments, 
insufficient tariffs. His emphasis of the 
time required for such development, even 
with adequate tariffs, adds atill another 
voice of protest against the unreasonable de- 
lay ‘by the present congress in providing 
such legislation as will enable this country 
to promptly start toward the correct goal.

CREMATORY RESOLUTION 
VETO MESSAGE WILL BE 
BRIEF, SAYS WOODWARD 


Mayor James G. Woodward stated last 
night that he had already turned down the 
resolution by council proposing to allow a 
consent-judgment against the city of Atlan- 
ta whereby the city would pay the De- 
structor company for the crematory the sum 
of $190,000. ‘ 

“I did this Saturday afternoon,” said the 
mayor. “Tl will write my veto message to 
council in a few days, giving the reasons 
why I turned down the congent-judgment 
resolution. It will be brief, though, and to 
the point. 

“If the members of council want to en- 
danger Atlanta’s good name and credit by 
agreeing to a consent-judgment for pay- 
ment of the crematory, let them go to it, 
but I am too proud of the city’s fair name 
to besmirch its credit and good character 
by such an agreement. 

“My position is very plain on the crem- 
atory case. The people of Atlanta have been 
good é¢nough on several occasions to place 
their confidence in me. I am not now go- 
ing to give my consent to a consent-judg- 
ment against Atlanta. It is also impossible 
for Atlanta to transfer funds, amounting 
to $55,000 for improvements, to use in pay- 
ing for the crematory. However, the re- 
sponsibility will be up to council, and if 
the councilmen wish to break their own 
necks, it’s no fault of mine.”

MORE MISSION MONEY 
WANTED BY METHODISTS 


Saratoge Springs, N. Y., May 7.—A 
comprehensive plan designed to provide 
increased sums for missionary work in 
this and foreign countries is expected 
to be adopted by the Methodist Episco- 
pal general conference, in session here, 
according to many of the delegates.

Despite Labor Troubles 


All Indications Point to 
_ Sustained Growth in Trade, 
_ Declares Bradstreet. 


Bradstreet's report says: 

. , Immense business, extraordinary ac- 
_ tivity in industry, more demand for 
money, remarkably good collections, 
heavy railway traffic and noteworth 
strength in prices commingle with and, 
incidentally, poossing ty outweight such 
factors as disturbed international re- 
lations, evidences of friction in the 
. field of labor, an irregular crop situa- 
tion, and clear signs of high costs 
holding up some pbuilding projects 
without, however, reducing the total 
quantity of money expended for con- 
struction work. But after all, bank 
clearings, commercial mortality re- 
turns, expenditures for structures, and 
even strikes, of which there was a 
veritable snowstorm on May day as 
well as prior to that date, most of 
them for higher wages or shorter hours, 
with, the majority terminating in fa- 
vor of the strikers, merely point to 
sustained superabundant activity in 
trade and industry. 

The week has witnessed numerous 
advances in wages, either to forestall 
strikes or to grant labor bonuses, flow- 
ing from large industrial earnings, the 
epeat important settlement having been 
that of the anthracite coal. miners’ 
grievances. Labor is scarcer than ever, 
and slight gains in immigration barely 
affect the paucity. While jobbing 
trade in general, as well as buying 
from wholesale dealers, chiefly for fall 
delivery, and distribution by mail order 
houses is of large proportions, there 
are sections where labor unrest or 
strikes have interrupted’ transpota- 
tion, lessened buying from retailers, 
and caused somewhat smaller sales by 
jobbers. In still other parts of the 
country retail trade has been checked 
by wet weather, but the general feel- 
ing is that potential buyin power 
though temporarily repressed here an 
there, has been greatly enlarged as a 
whole by high wages and steady em- 
ployment. New buying of steel is light- 
er, price considerations being more of 
a factor, but demand for suppiies here- 
tofore ordered is as keen as ever. 


FRMNESS NARKS 
~ COTTON TRADING 


Important Advances Scored 
Despite Political Condi- 
tions—Last Prices at Gain 
of 66 to 71 Points. 


a 


New Orleans, La., May 7.—Firmness 
featured the trading in cotton last 
week, important advances being scored 
notwithstanding nervousness over po- 
litical conditions. Covering of the 
short interest and the increased de- 
mand for spot cotton were the main 
sustaining influences. At no time were 
prices under the closing level of the 
preceding week and last prices were at 
n net gain of 66 to 71 points. 

All sections of the belt reported a 
good demand for the actual cotton, a 
demand which spot holders generally 
met with indifference. Prices of spots 
here were lifted half a cent to new 
high levels for the season, middling be- 
ing quoted at 12.38 by the end of the 
week as against the previous high 
level of 12.19, made last October. Spot 
accounts, more than anything else, 
cause covering among the shorts. 

While temperatures in the belt were 
considered too low, crop news on the 
whole was favorable and indicated a 
substantial increase in acreage. Pri- 
vate cror reporting bureaus put the 
gain At 10 per cent. Some replanting 
Was reported necessary as the result of 
cold weather and overflowed bottom 
lands, but at the end of the week it was 
considered that except in the more 
northern portions of the belt, planting 
was finished. 

The week closed with the trade hope- 
ful that this week would see less appre- 
hension over foreign relations. The 
threatened break with Germany re- 
stricted buying at times last week, but 
was not as much of a bearish factor 
as might have been expected. This was 
due apparently to the belief held by 
many operators that an actual break 
between the two countries would re- 
sult only in temporarily lower prices. 

s the situation now stands, the bulls 
depend on the spot demand to create a 
higher market, while the bears think 
new crop prospects will bring about a 
lower range of values. 


IRON AND STEEL OUTPUT 
REDUCED DURING WEEK 


Shutdowns in Various Steel 


Plants as a Precaution 
Against: Labor Unrest. 


New York, May 7.—Output of iron 
@nd steel during the past week was 
reduced in consequence of shutdowns 
of various steel plants, reported to have 


been taken as a precaution against la-. 


bor unrest, and more or less irregu- 
jarity is anticipated for several weeks. 

The output of steel ingots and pig 
fron in April was smaller than in 
March as anticipated. Shipments of 
rolled 0 hag ny too, were less heavy 
as a whole, although some of the fin- 
ishing plants reported shipments. the 
heaviest in the industry in a month. 
These were the sheet, tin plate and 
pipe mills. In most other lines there 
Was a decrease. Istimates of the April 
unfilled orders of the United States 
Steel Corporation, to be announced next 
Wednesday, place them as high as 10,- 
600,000 tons which would be an in- 
crease of about 700,000 tons over the 
previous month. 

The rail mills reported additional 
contracts for about 160,000 tons, of 
which all but 10,000 tons are for ship- 
ment in 1917. Only 8,000 tons took 
the higher prices which went into ef- 
fect May 1, the other sales being vir- 
tually April contracts. Since the first 
of January rail orders have amounted 
to 2,580,000 tons. Orders for other 
railroad equipment since May 1 have 
called for less than 50,000 tons of steel. 
The principal car orders were placed 
by the Louisville and Nashville, «he 
Burlington and the Anaconda Copper 
company. The French government 
also ordered 500 more cars in this 
country and has virtually closed for 
2.000 more four-wheeled cars. Loco- 
motive builders reported orders for 16 
engines. 
he demand for bridge work also was 
encouraging, the principal orders in- 
cluding 3,500 tons for the Johnstown 
and Somerset railroad, 1,500 tons for 
the Lehigh Valley, 1,800 tons for the 
Pennsylvania and 200 for the Balti- 
more and Ohio. ; 

The fabricating shops reported or- 
ders for nearly 20,000 tons of which 
over 6,000 tons were for manufactur- 
ing plant extensions. Business is still 
pending for about 60,000 tons. 

Pig iron was less active, but con- 
tracts for about 150,000 tons were 
placed in all districts for shipment 
‘over the last half of this year and the 
first half of 1917.

Sustained in Consideration 
of High:Prices, Says Dun. 


Dun’s report says: 

Various restraining influences, nota- 
bly the unsettled state ot labor, oper- 
ate to limit business in some directions. 
Apart from the lines affected, activi- 
ties are remarkably wel) sustained con- 
sidering the extremely high costs, the 
general scarcity of raw materials and 
similar handicaps. Many manufacturers 
are months behind on shipments and 
endeavor to repress buying rather than 
encourage it. Conditions of supply and 
demand are not essentially different 
from those existing during recent 
weeks; in some instances purchasers 
are increasingly importunate and in 
others there is less pressure of new 
business, (but in about all cases con- 
sumptive requirements are stili in ex- 
cess Of available stocks. Wherever pos- 
sible, overtime continues in force and 
all equipment is utilized, yet the phe- 
nomenal records of production are 
maintained with difficulty and the iron 
furnaces are under great strain to keep 


the output near the 40,000,000-ton ‘ate. 

Under the skillful management, the 
railroad freight congestion has been 
reduced and there is less complaint of 
delayed deliveries on this account, but 
the obstacles in oversea commerce are 
intensified and exports, though unpar- 
alleled, would be even larger if ship- 
ping facilities were adequate, In the 
mercantile field dealings are unprece- 
dented in the aggregate, and if the 
best results have not been attained in 
some quarters it is only because of the 
backward weather. Where tempera- 
tures have become more normal retail 
distribution has made immediate re- 
sponse and, in nearly all_ sections, 
wholesale buying for fall is of note- 
worthy dimensions. The enormous vol- 
ume of commercial and _ industrial 
transactions is strikingly reflected in 
the returns of bank clearings, which 
in April surpassed all previous totals 
for the period, the expansion beimg 
country-wide. All other important sta- 
tistical barometers present similar 
characteristics. Leading transporting 
systems ntinue to report great aug- 
mentation of revenues; the business 
mortality steadily diminishes, thovgh 
new enterprises constantly, inorease, 
and building operations are On a pro- 
gressive rising scale, in spite of the 
high cost of materials. 


RAPID RECOVERY 
IN STOGK MARKEI 


No Danger of Immedgate 
Rupture With Germany, 
Wall Street Believes. 
Technical Conditions Are 
Sound. 


New York,: May 7.—Appearance of 
the German note, which had been only 
rey received before the opening of 

riday’s stock market session, was the 
signal for a wild but brief selling move- 
ment, followed by an amazingly rapid 
recovery, which continued during Sat- 
urday’s brief trading period. 

With the passing of time Wall street 
seemed to arrive at a more or less 
unanimous conclusion that Germany 
offered such substantial concessions to 
this country’s demands as to remove 
all danger of an immediate rupture. 
In conservative banking quarters, opin- 
ion went so far as_to_ see in the 
communication from Berlin a_ veiled 
promise of early peace 
with the United States in the role of 
mediator. 

It was evident from the market’s re- 
markable powers of recuperation that 


i\technical conditions, as affecting se- 


curities no less than general economic 
conditions, are inherently sound. 
also was demonstrated beyond doubt 
that, given fair and valid reasons, the 
outlook favored another general ad- 
vance in quoted values. 

This feeling was the natural out- 
come of various home developments, 
notably the further brilliant state- 
ments of railway earnings, record- 
breaking exports, country-wide expan- 
sion of general business and the un- 
ceasing demand for steel, iron, copper 
and allied metals. 

There was a pronounced change for 
the better in Mexican affairs which 
found marked reflection in the higher 

rices of Mexican securities. The main 
eature of the stock market, however, 
was the extraordinary activity of ship- 
ping issues. Mercantile Marines made 
new high records early in the week 
and when these fell back moderately 
their place was taken by United Fruit, 
in which prominent financial interests 
are believed to have acquired substan- 
tial holdings. 

Rails and other standard stocks made 
only indifferent response to the fa- 
vorable conditions reflected by larger 
returns anda United States Steel also 
held back, in consequence, it was 
thought, of heavy liquidation for for- 
eign account.

Railways Issue Statement Show- 
ing the Minimum Rate

Washington, May 7.—In connection 
with the movement of train and éngine 
employees for increased wages, the 
following statement of earnings of men 
employed in freight service in the 
southeastern territory was issued to- 
day by the executive committee of the 
southeastern railways: 

“On the railways in the southeast 
the prevailing minimum rates of pay 
for employees in freight service are as 
follows; 

“For engineers in through freight 
service from $5.15 to $5.65 per day for 
engines of ordinary types; in local serv- 
ice from $5.25 to $6 for engines of ordi- 
nary types; in both through and local 
service from $6.25 to $7 for Mallet type 
engines. 

“For white firemen on engines of 
ordinary types from $2.75 to $3.50 per 
day in through service; from $3 to 
$3.60 in local service; on Mallet en- 

ines in both through and local serv- 
ce from $4 to §$4.25. 

For conductors in through freight 
service $4.10 per day; in local service 
$4.50 per day. : 

“For white {brakemen in through 
freight service $2.75 per day; in local 
service $3 per day. » 

“The foregoing are the minimum 
daily rates that must be made by the 
railways to each employee in the class- 
es named who does any work at all in 
a day, irrespective of how few hours 
he may be on duty or of how few miles 
he may actually run. These rates are 
paid for any work up to 100 miles, 
with additional pay for overtime if the 
run is not completed in the specified 
number of hours. 

“On the other hand, the daily earn- 
ings of employees frequently very 
much exceed these figures, as the ac- 
tual earnings above the minimum de-

“Thus while the first figures show 
the minimum that can be paid an en- 
gineer, fireman, conductor or brake- 
man for a day’s work, the latter fig- 
ures show the wages that can be and 
that are being made by train and en- 
gine employees on fast freights on long 
divisions, such as are being run every 
day in regular service by a number of 
roads in the southeast for handling 
live stock, perishables and other freight 
which it is necessary to move on ex-- 
pedited schedules. 

“In yard service the standard rates 
for white employees vary from $3 to 
$3.50: per day for dav switchmen, and 
from $3.20 to $3.70 for night switch- 
men, and from $3.50 to $3.80 per day 
for day conductors, and from $3.70 to 
$4 for night conductors. These are the 
minimum rates that can be paid for 
a day or any part of a day up to ten 
hours, after ten hours pro rata over- 
time is paid. 

‘Under the men’s proposals the low- 
est yard employees who now receive 
$3 for a ten-hour day would receive 
$3 for an eight-hour day, or $4.12 for 
the work at present performed in ten 
hours, and the night yard conductor 
now receiving $4 for his ten-hour day 
would receive this $4 for his eight- 
hour day, or $5.50 for the work at 
present performed in ten hours.”

Hot—Hobson Seeks to Re- 
turn to Congress. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 7.—The clos- 
ing houre of the Alabama democratic 
campaign for the primaries, which will 
be held throughout the state Tuesday, 
brought added interest and several 
sensations to a race that had proceed- 
ed without general interest heretofore. 
Nomination in the democratic primary 
is equivalent to election. 

President Wilson is unopposed on the 
ticket for renomination. " 

The greatest interest is in the race 
for president of the public service com- 
mission, now held by Sam P. Kennedy, 
who is a candidate to succeed himselr. 
His opponents are Henry P. Merritt, 
floor leader of the house in the ce 
legislature, prominent” prohibitionist, 
and Jefferson D. Carnley. Mr. Kenne- 
dy and Mr. Merritt have brought 
charges and counter charges in the 
closing hours, the latter being charged 
with taking a report from the govern- 
or’s office during the period of the 
legislative investigation and not re- 
turning it. 

State-wide interest is displayed in 
the fight between E. Smith and 
Borden Burr for national committee- 
man, in which race the prohibition is- 
sue has been squarely drawn, Mr. 
Smith being fer local option. Similar 
conditions exist in the fight for dele- 
gates from the state at large to the 
national convention, for which there 
are seven candidates. One of the 
seven, Judge Denson, is indorsed by 
both sides. 

The three candidates, Ray Rushton, 
R. E. Spraggins and J. J. Willett, with 
Judge Denson, who oppose drawing 
prohibition into the national fight, un- 
equivocally indorse President Wilson, 
and his course. 

Interest in the congressional con- 
tests centers in the second, fourth, 
seventh, eighth, ninth and tenth dis- 
tricts, where strong fights are being 
made against present congressmen, 
The new tenth district finds Captain 
Hobson making a_ personal (fight 
against William B. Bankhead, son of 
Senator Bankhead, while in the second 
district a bitter fight on Congressman 
Dent is being made by Judge M. H. 
Screws and Dr. W. H. Sanders. Per- 
sonalities figure strongly in this race, 
perhaps more strongly than in any of 
the other districts. Burnett has a hard 
fight in the party in the seventh dis- 
trict and will find formidable republic- 
an opposition in the general election. 
The fight in the Birmingham district 
is a strenuous one. 

In addition to those named, A. H. 
Carmichael, speaker of the house of 
representatives: Horace Hood and 
Frank S. White, former United States 
senator, are candidates for delegates 
from the state at large. These men 
are pronounced prohibitionIists, but each 
has come out in an indorsement of 
President Wilson’s administration.
